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Resident Shaves Head for Kids with Cancer

Some actions speak louder than words. 

Jill Houck of Marion is about to make a bold 
move in support of kids battling cancer that most of us 
would consider kind of crazy - at first. But talk to Houck 
about why on Sunday she will allow someone to shave 
off her strawberry-blonde strands, and you will see that 
Houck is not just out to raise money for the support of 
children battling cancer by walking the traditional walk. 
She is making a sacrifice that will linger for longer than 
just one day. 

In exchange for donations to benefit the children 
and their families touched by cancer, Houck promises 
to completely shave her head on June 8 during the Kid's 
Cancer Buzz-Off happening at Gillette Stadium. 

Participants in the buzz-off raise money and have 
their heads shaved in honor of all children going through 
cancer treatment who did not choose to lose their hair, 
showing that bald really is beautiful - especially from the 
inside. 

This move is just one for Houck in a year that she 
has dedicated to enriching her life through helping others. 

"Fve decided to do a year of service and trying to 
do better at giving back,'' said Houck, who had her own 
brush with cancer over two years ago when she found a 
lump in her breast. "It led to a lumpectomy, but it ended 
up not being cancer ... I was lucky." 

Houck wanted to set an example for her children 
by giving back to the community and demonstrating how 
thankful she is to be healthy. 

"Healthy, and thankful, and grateful," said 
Houck. "Those are powerful things." 

Houck learned about the Kid's Cancer Buzz-Off 
last year, and she said she felt tempted at the time to 
participate, later deciding to go for it this year and set a 
challenging goal of raising $800 for the cause. Houck has 
met her goal, raising $1,200, and still going. 

"This is something simple that I can do, so I 
thought I'd do it," said Houck. "There have been so many

generous people so it's great." 

Houck was hoping her children might be inspired 
by her bold move and willingly have their own heads 
shaved in solidarity, but they left it up to Mom who is 
preparing herself mentally for the first time she looks in 
the mirror on Sunday and witnesses a harsh reality that is 
part of the challenge of battling cancer for many people. 

"I am a little bit nervous," said Houck. "Mostly 
because people might think I'm sick. And I don't want 
that." 

She said she has asked herself the question 
several times, "Can I be bald?" 

But if there is a bright side, Houck will find it, and 
she pointed out that, hey - it is summer, and what better 
time of year to be bald? 

"I feel like it's a small price to pay" said Houck, 
"compared to what all these kids have to go through."

Winters a nine-vote lead over Oullette with a final count

The process began at 11:00 am, and the counting 
concluded at 1:11 pm when the numbers were read and, 
despite one single ballot still unaccounted for.

"I look forward to serving the Town of 
Marion." 

"I'm pleased over all," said Oullette. "I know 
there's another role out there for me." 

Fire Engine Purchase To Be Studied 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen continued 



the discussion on June 3 over the continuing debate 
surrounding the Fire Department's request for a new 
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fire engine, which failed at the May Annual Town 
Meeting. Controversy has swirled around the issue, with 
the Finance Committee questioning the merits of the 
purchase. 

The Board of Selectmen decided to form a 
committee of five to study the issue, consisting of 
Selectman Steve Cushing representing the selectmen, a 
member of the Finance Committee to be determined, two 
members of the Marion Fire Department, and one citizen 
of the Town. 

Issues discussed were not only the cost of the 
new fire engine, but other issues the Finance Committee 
has brought forward regarding the finances of the Fire 
Department and the impact on how town tax monies are 
spent. 

Next up, the board denied a water abatement 
request from Ed and Kim Lavoie of 24 Pine Hill Lane. 
The deadline to apply for the abatement had passed, and 
selectmen voted in agreement with the Department of 
Public Works on the decision to hold the bill, as issued. 

Another issue tackled was a request from the

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Wareham building commissioner who asked for the 
assistance from Marion's building commissioner to 
inspect work done by the building commissioner in 
Wareham, who is a contractor. The board agreed to the 
request. 

The board discussed a water-related inter- 
municipal agreement between the towns of Rochester 
and Marion, with the original agreement, signed 50 
years ago, set to expire in April of 2021 and is now being 
renegotiated. 

"This was a historic agreement,'' said Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson. 

Selectman Jon Henry said that he had met with 
Fred Underbill of the Rochester Historical Commission to 
talk about the issue. 

"We need to get the boards and town 
administrators together and work on this," said Dawson. 
Selectman Jody Dickerson agreed to be on the committee 
looking into the issue. 

Department of Public Works Superintendent 
Rob Zora attended the meeting and said that Rochester 
uses only 9 percent of the water available for their use. 
The existing agreement grants Rochester first rights to 50 
percent of the available water. 

Henry spoke about well testing and whether or 
not the Boards of Health in both towns specified testing. 
Comments from several people noted that the Boards of 
Health from both Rochester and Marion, perhaps, have 
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Meet the Big Green Egg Family 
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not addressed this issue. 

Dawson said that he and his family purchased a 
home in Rochester and that the well on the property had 
to be tested as a part of the purchase of the home. The 
board asked if this was a condition in Marion. 

Next up was a discussion regarding the ongoing 
issue of how Habitat for Humanity will handle the 
reselling of a property when the owners sell the property. 
At issue is the continued affordability of the home once 
the owners put it up for sale at market rates. 

"We've had an opinion from town counsel and 
find that only a Zoning Board of Appeals ruling could 
keep the property affordable/' said Dawson. 

In the end, the board agreed to waive the fee for

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the applicant to apply for the variance, but wanted to 
discuss the issue with Town Counsel John Whitten before 
making any major decision on the issue. 

Lastly, the board discussed the Enforcement 
Order from the Conservation Commission regarding 
the tree and brush cutting at Washburn Park. The 
Conservation Commission issued an "immediate cease 
and desist, and that a plan be submitted to remedy 
and restore the area,'' according to the letter from the 
Commission and the Department of Environmental 
Protection. The reply, according to selectmen, must be 
received before July 1, 2014. 

All three selectmen spoke on the issue saying that 
they were citizens of the town and could not skirt any 
rules that apply to any citizen. 

"There was no intention to circumvent any 
regulations," said Henry. 

Dickerson spoke and said that the welfare of 
Washburn Park was "the high cost of low maintenance" 
and that all three selectmen grew up in the town and 
remembered Washburn Park as an area that was used by 
many. 

Dickerson also noted that $16,000 is needed by 
this coming Friday, June 6, if there are to be fireworks in 
Marion this year. 

"You can't say we didn't try ... auctions, selling 
T-shirts, lots of fundraising ... we just want to bring back 
the fireworks," said Dickerson. 
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Reappointed After a Day of Retirement 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Wilham Chamberlain of the Rochester Pohce 
Department may have retired, but he is not going 
anywhere any time soon. 

Chamberlain was first on the agenda for the June 
2 Rochester Board of Selectmen meeting, with Chief Paul 
Magee stating that, although Chamberlain retired from 
the police department just one day ago, he was now back 
asking to be appointed as a reserve police officer. 

Magee praised Chamberlain for all his many 
years of service beginning in June 1994 when he was 
appointed as part-time officer. He then advanced to full- 
time in 1997, finally earning the title of sergeant in 2003. 

Magee shared with the board a long list of roles 
that Chamberlain filled within the department, which will 
now be taken on by nine other employees. Magee said 
that Chamberlain is "everything Rochester.'' 

"Bill is such a wealth of knowledge about 
everything Rochester," said Magee. He used the words 
integrity, dependable, and trustworthy to describe his 
colleague and friend. 

The chief presented a certificate to Chamberlain, 
as well as a plaque from the selectmen and a card from 
another officer in attendance. 

Also during the meeting, the board appointed 
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Stephen McGraw as Plumbing Inspector for the Town 
of Rochester, and Frederick Underhill was appointed to 
the Mattapoisett River Valley Water Supply Protection 
Advisory Committee. 

In other matters. Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera notified the board that the state will award the 
town of Rochester $45,000 for paving and filling potholes 
under the condition that the work is completed by the end 
of this month. 

Also, William Chamberlain wrote to the board 
seeking permission to install a granite memorial stone at 
the Perry's Lane fisherman's parking area on behalf on 
his sons, Paul and Adam, in honor and remembrance of 
their grandparents, Joseph and Georgia Chamberlain. The 
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stone would be put into place at no cost to the town. 

Chairman Naida Parker stated that she would 
like to see "more of a bench than a granite block/' 
elaborating her fear that this stone could be misconstrued 
as a monument put in place by the Town. 

The other selectmen approved the granite stone 
as is, with Selectman Bradford Morse saying, 'TTl second 
it. I don't have a problem with it.'' 

Chief Magee notified the board of an upcoming 
opportunity for Police Department employees to take 
the exam for promotion to sergeant on July 12, 2014. 
Magee also asked the board to approve a letter to Verizon 
regarding a new problem the department has been 
experiencing with Verizon trucks working on busy roads 
without a police detail. 

According to Magee, on more than one occasion, 
Verizon trucks have been found without the required 
police detail and, when questioned by the investigating 
officers, the Verizon workers have replied, "We have been 
told to work without a detail until we get caught." 

The board unanimously approved this letter of 
concern to be sent to Verizon. 

The next Rochester Board of Selectmen meeting 
will be June 16 at 6:30 pm at the Town Hall. 

Amendment to Permit Denied

In spite of submitting an updated plan that 
included a state-of-the art closed septic system, John 
Williams of Brandt Island Realty Trust did not receive 
approval to increase the number of bedrooms at the 
previously permitted development. Noting that originally 
the plan called for an assortment of two- and three- 
bedroom homes, Williams was seeking to change that to 
all three-bedroom units and a 'Bio-Clear' septic system. 
The developers wanted to have the more marketable 
three-bedroom single-family homes versus the less 
attractive two-bedroom units. 

After four hearings and hours of debate and 
conversation including several heated exchanges with 
abutters to the site, Williams could not convince the board

that the amendment was worthy of approval. Williams 
walked away with what he came in with - the original 
permit that allows for 90 bedrooms total. The vote was 
two to three. Voting to approve the amendment were John 
Mathieu and Ron Merlo. Voting to deny the request were 
Tom Tucker, Karen Field, and Mary Grain. 

Earlier in the evening, the board had an informal 
conversation with Highway Supervisor Barry Denham 
regarding problems with storm water drainage at the 
Appaloosa Lane development. Before hearing from 
Denham, Chairman Tom Tucker read from a letter 
received from residents of River Road. He read in part, 
..we have been pushed from one board to another, with no 
help. . . " The letter referred to stagnant water filling what 
should be dry drainage ponds and water flooding their 
basements. The signatories were Hathaway, Cook, and 
Lapienski of 11 and 13 River Road. 

Denham said that he wrote a letter to the 
Planning Board in 2007 stating that the engineered 
drainage plan wasn't working. He wrote again in 
2010 with the same concerns, which resulted in GAF 
Engineering coming before the board with a new drainage 
plan. However, Denham said that in the last six months, 
the new ponds weren't working any better than the 
original ones. ''They don't work ... it makes for a lousy 
situation for the residents and River Road." He went 
on, "Something has to be done to relieve those home 
owners." 

Ron Merlo said that the matter had been given to 
the town's counsel for his review and recommendations. 
Counsel's reply to the board was that the impacted 
residents maintained a "vested interest" in what was 
taking place on Appaloosa and that they had a right to 
relief. Merlo moved that they give the matter back to 
counsel for legal proceedings.

Denham said, "I hate to see the developer just 
walk away/' Chairman Tucker said, "We have to bring 
him in and see what can be done/' 

In other business, two Form A requests were 
attended to by the board. One was for Buzzards Bay 
Coalition for Lot #5 on Brandt Island Road to ''create 
one lot which meets or exceeds the minimum frontage 
and area requirements/' That request was approved. The 
other was for The Preserve at Bay Club, Field Stone Drive 
to provide "sufficient frontage on Fieldstone Drive and 
Sufficient area." The board was unable to approval the 
request in the absence of the original plans. The request 
was tabled until the next board meeting to allow those 
documents to be submitted with the request. 




VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seems to help but it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfull and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

Great Hill Water Tower To Be Replaced 

Marion Planning Board

A presentation by Jon Gregory, an engineer from 
Tata & Howard in Lakeville, on the replacement of the 
existing water tower, located in East Marion, engaged the 
Planning Board for over an hour at Monday's meeting 
held at the Marion Town House. 

The $1.5 million cost of replacing the tank, with 
associated expenses, was approved in 2013 at Town 
meeting. 

At issue is taking down a water tower holding 
two million gallons of water and replacing it with a water 
tower - adjacent to the existing tower - that holds one 
million gallons of water at a cost of $1.5 million 

Also at issue is the right of way to service the 
tower and who will service the mowing and maintenance 
of that road, or 'right of way'. 

Rob Zora, Superintendent of the Department of 
Public Works, attended the meeting and assured everyone 
that the Town would service the access road (grass 
mowing) and plow it in the winter. 

The original water tower was built from concrete 
in 1965 and has served its 'useful life,' according to 
Gregory, who represented the applicant, the Town of 
Marion. The tower is located on land owned by Great Hill 
and the Town of Marion and serves not only as a source of 
household water, but also a source for water pressure in 
the event of a house fire. 

Zora and Water Commission member David 
Pierce both attended the meeting and answered questions 
regarding the project. Both voiced approval of the project.

Rochester's Conservation Commission handled 
a light agenda as twilight descended on Town Hall on 
June 3.

A notice of intent filed by Don Stimer of 14 Bishop 
Road, which had been continued from the previous 
meeting, was continued again as Farinon noted the 
applicant was still collecting information requested by 
the commission. Further, Stimer is still waiting to hear 
back from National Heritage. Regarding this property 
and notice of intent, a "Mullin Rule'' affidavit has been 
filed. The Mullin rule arises from the Appeals Court decision 
ofMullin V. Planning Board of Brewster, 17 Mass. App. 
139 (1983) which held that a planning board decision on a 
subdivision plan is an adjudicatory proceeding. The members of

the board who vote on the plan must have attended the hearings 
on the plans. The Mullin case involved, at most, two hearings 
on a proposed subdivision plan. At least two Massachusetts 
Trial Court judges have refused to apply the Mullin rule in 
an overly stringent fashion when there are a series of public 
meetings. These judges have ruled, in essence, that if a planning 
board member misses a meeting when non-substantive issues 
were discussed, it makes little difference, furthermore, if a 
planning board member misses a meeting where there may 
have been substantive discussion and presentation but that 
substantive material was undoubtedly reiterated at a later 
meeting which the planning board member did attend, the 
Mullin rule should not apply. " The hearing was continued 
until that time. 

A certificate of compliance requested by Erica 
Benoit and Kathryn Guy for property located off Snipatuit 
Road was issued. Farinon reported to the members that a 
deed restriction has been added to the property to ensure 
that there won't be another remediation project at this site 
given the amount of remediation that was required - a 
total of 850 square feet - to compensate for 650 square 
feet of fill for a driveway crossing through bordering 
vegetated wetland. 

A certificate of compliance requested by Andrew 
and Susan Revell of 59 Bradford Lane was also issued. 

In old business, the property located at 510 New 
Bedford Road was discussed. Farinon shared with the 
commission that wetland lines will be re-drawn according 
to engineer Rich Charon and that the parties involved will 
be ready for the July 1 meeting. 

Farinon reported that MapGeo, an online 
municipal mapping program, will soon be available to the 
public via the town website, and she lauded it as a great 
tool for residents as well as town employees. Information 
available will include flood plains. 

Smith showed the members new signage that will 
be placed in the kiosk at Doggett's Brook. The members 
also discussed language suggestions received from 
town counsel that might be displayed on signage at the 
Leonard's Pond kiosk. After editing the legal text, Farinon 
will revisit what is absolutely necessary to have posted 
versus the long list offered by counsel.

"Grandfathering'"^ Folklore and Fees 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board 
By Marilou Newell 

After months of review and debate, the 
Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board is still plugging 
away at trying to find a happy medium on the issue of 
'grandfathered' moorings. At the May 29 meeting, a draft 
document of the "Wharf, Mooring and Anchorage'' rules 
and regulations was reviewed with specific concentration 
on this issue of grandfathered moorings. 

Chairman Alan Gillis opened the discussion 
by telling the members that the work done on the draft 
was actually to bring in the language that had several 
years ago been adopted by the town. Apparently a new 
document had never been executed and distributed, so 
therefore the draft before them had already been vetted. 
Gillis said "our intent was to clean up the definition of 
grandfathering" and bring in those changes that had been 
made in 2008 and 2009 but never edited into the rules and 
regulations. 

However, that didn't stop the continued 
discussion regarding grandfathered mooring. They 
agreed to disagree and that the new language they are 
proposing is an attempt to find a middle ground between 
those mooring holders who have enjoyed the privileged

status for years and those on the mooring wait list. Some 
members referred to past practices that might have ended 
up becoming expectations and passed down like folklore. 

They circled around again at various points, 
with members injecting that grandfathering exempted 
the mooring holder from all rules and regulations, to the 
loss of a mooring after one year if a boat is not moored 
on the grandfathered spot. No one seemed particularly 
pleased, but Bob Moore noted that town counsel would be 
reviewing the document and that then it would be sent to 
the Board of Selectmen for their input and review before 
being presented to the public. 

The proposed grandfathering language is: 
"Grandfathered Mooring" shall mean moorings set prior

to April 24, 1989. They shall continue to be considered 
grandfathered moorings as long as the current owner owns 
them and during the ownership by the next subsequent owner, 
after which it ceases to be a grandfathered mooring. A transfer 
to a spouse shall not be counted as a transfer to a subsequent 
owner. " 

Harbormaster Jill Simmons said that she will 
remove all 'for rent' signs she finds on moorings because, 
''it is illegal to rent a mooring in any way shape or 
form ... I'll take down every single 'for rent' sign." She 
added, "We are not in the business of supplementing 
someone's income." Simmons told the board that of 
the approximately 1000 moorings, 230 of them are 
grandfathered.

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Simmons also reported to the board that she is 
concerned about the financial health of the waterfront 
enterprise she is responsible for managing. She noted 
that of the boat excise tax, only 50 percent goes into 
the waterfront account with the other half going to the 
town treasury. Of fees, she said that those ''hadn't been 
touched" in years and that now might be a good time to 
recalibrate all fees to help offset rising expenses. Gillis 
suggested - and the board agreed - that she would work 
with Town Administrator Mike Gagne to forge a plan on 
increased fees that might help balance the growing deficit 
the enterprise fund is facing. Simmons said that through 
the month of April, the deficit was approximately $25,000. 
Member Carlos DeSousa made a motion to have the 
board send a letter to the Board of Selectmen supporting 
Simmons on fee increases. The board approved the 
motion. Gillis will send the letter 

Under new business, Moore brought to the 
board a document he had found while investigating 
the background of 'grandfathered' moorings in the 
state. In his letter to the board, Moore wrote, ". ...while 
researching how other cities and towns define the term 
"Grandfathered Moorings" I came across a report issued 
in 2011 by the Massachusetts Inspector General. . .how the 
Town of Newbury was falling short in their handling of the 
assignment of moorings to private businesses." He went on 
to write that the IG's recommendation to Newbury was, 
"The Department of Environmental Protection is requested 
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to reexamine the efficacy of regulation 310C.M.R. 9.07(2) 
(d) which can be construed by recreational boating facilities 
to give them carte blanche authority to 'place whomever they 
wish on moorings issued to them by municipalities. DEP is 
urged to clarify the language in this regulation to make it clear 
that persons being considered for an open vacancy on one of 
these moorings must be taken from a list maintained by the 
Harbormaster that is maintained in a fair and equitable way." 

Moore asked the members to take the time to read 
the full report, not because he felt Mattapoisett was doing 
anything wrong, but to help them more fully understand 
and appreciate all the details concerning this issue 
while they are in the process of perfecting the rules and 
regulation language. 
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Members present during this meeting were: Jack 
Duff; Carlos DeSousa; John Cornish; Patricia Apperson; 
Jeff Swift; Robert Moore; Marc Lareau; Alan Gillis; and 
Walter Reid. 

The next meeting of the Marine Advisory Board 
is scheduled for June 26 in town hall at 7:00 pm. 

Two Pier Reconstructions Discussed 

Marion Conservation Commission

With a full agenda, the Marion Conservation 
Commission got to work at Wednesday's meeting to 
discuss a Notice of Intent by John P. and Mallory Y. 
Waterman of Water Street (at the eastern end of South 
Street) to reconstruct the wooden pier and repair or 
reconstruct the stone seawall. David Davignon of 
N. Douglas Schneider & Associates represented the 
applicants. 

"The depth of the water under the float was 
questioned and approved by the Marine Fisheries/' said 
Davignon. The board closed the hearing to take the issue 
under advisement. 

The next hearing was a Notice of Intent by 
Marshall and Wilma Bailey, 41 Dexter Road, for a Notice 
of Intent to remove the existing licensed boardwalk/ 
pier, gangway and float, construct a new 3.5- by 139-foot 
boardwalk/ pier, 4- by 24-foot gangway, and 10- by 16- 
foot float, and to separate and relocate the two existing 
sheds onto new sono-tube foundations. A site plan and a 
pier plan were submitted to the board. 

The site plan for the home showed a change in 
the placement of a shed. The May 20, 2014 revised plan 
for the pier had the harbormaster's approval for a 24-inch 
separation from the sea floor to the base of the pier. Posts 
will be augured in. A 3 Vi-ioot walkway with a 20-foot 
fiberglass ramp with shading issues was discussed. The 
request was taken under advisement. 

In other business, PNH Realty Trust of 635 
Mill Street (Hiller Dodge Facility) had an appointment 
to discuss a proposed minor change to an Order of 
Conditions to the footprint of the proposed future 
building, the parking lot expansion area, and an oil/ 
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water separator manhole in the proposed building. 

The last appointment was with Paul E. Grover, 
24 West Drive, for a Request for Determination of 
Applicability to replace two existing decks with one 
continuous wrap-around deck, and replace landscaping 
shrubs with planters, spaced every 12 feet in an 88-foot 
hedge-type area. The property is located in a velocity 
zone. 

Discussions continued with the committee 
hearing issues regarding structural concerns with the 
dikes at Grassi Bog, Mill Street. After two heavy rainfalls, 
the commission agreed that the dike drainage needs to be 
addressed. The Marion Open Space Commission needs to 
come before the commission to discuss the issue of dike 
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strength. 

The committee noted that the Department of 
Agriculture supervised the Order of Conditions to 
operate the dike system, and that poor construction and 
possibly poor design of the dikes have led to a 'safety 
issue' that needs to be addressed. The Commission agreed 
to draft a letter to all parties involved in the Grassi Bog 
operation. 

Lastly, the board discussed a complaint received 
by Mike Whiteside of the Department of Environmental 
Protection regarding someone filling a pond at Washburn 
Park. Board members who visited the site remarked that 
much damage had been done and needed to be resolved. 

Who Owns Drainage Plans & Problems? 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Marilou Newell 
Late into the evening's agenda, the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission discussed the growing issue 
of storm water drainage problems. To the surprise of the 
ConCom members, the Planning Board during their last 
meeting had said it was the responsibility of ConCom 
to handle storm water drainage problems. However, 
Chairman Peter Newton and member Bob Rogers 
disagreed. 

Highway Supervisor Barry Denham said that 
during the Planning Board's last meeting. Chairman 
Thomas Tucker said it was the responsibility of ConCom 
to respond to and deal with drainage issues. Denham 
said that the two boards needed to get together and settle 
the protocol on this so that drainage projects didn't fall 
between the cracks. Noting that residents reach out to 
him when there are drainage problems, Denham said, "... 
these people have all been in to see me. . ." 

Newton said that every Planning Board he was 
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familiar with had the responsibility of dealing with 
engineering plans for storm water management and 
drainage. He said regarding Mattapoisett's Planning 
Board, "I was not aware that was their opinion/' Newton 
said that they needed to figure out how to work with the 
Planning Board, and it was determined that he would 
attend that board's next meeting to engage them in 
conversation. Newton will send a letter to the Planning 
Board outlining the need to discuss this matter with them. 

Specifically on the evening's agenda under 
'other business' were the two housing developments 
that have come before both boards of late: Appaloosa 
Lane and Brandt Point Village. As evidence that things 
weren't going well with the engineered drainage plans, 
photographs of standing water in drainage swales were 
shown from the Appaloosa project. Of the engineered 
drainage at this development, Denham said, "...it is a 
disaster." 

Regarding Brandt Point Village, Denham said 
that he had researched the developer's plans further and 
found that a brook in question is on their property and 
therefore, is the responsibility of the developers. He said, 
". . .the stream needs to be cleaned out badly ... it is not 
the town's responsibility ... it is the main drainage for the 
development." He felt they should be held responsible for 
cleaning out the brook so that water could properly flow 
through it and out to the ocean rather than backing up 
into the backyards along Gary Lane. 
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Rogers said that it would be unusual for 
ConCom to mandate the clear cutting of vegetation, 
but that it could possibly be included in an order of 
conditions. Denham said that intermittent streams and 
brooks have become an integral part of drainage plans 
for developments and home construction and that there 
weren't any easements in place for maintenance. "It is 
a problem throughout town, and somehow we need to 
learn how to deal with it.'' 

Earlier in the evening the commission approved 
certificates of compliance for: William Marinone, 29 
Nashawena Road; Cassandra Morgan, 35 Cove Street; and 
Daniel DaRose, 3 Goodspeed Island. 

Kenneth Shwartz, 49 Mattapoisett Neck Road, 
requested and received permission to remove a cherry 
tree located in a wetlands area on his property and to 
install native shrubs to provide additional screening on 
the east side of the lot. 

Ken Motta of Field Engineering represented two 
clients who were each submitting notices of intent. The 
first was for Peter Lesco of Industrial Drive Trust, located 
at 11 Vi and 13 Industrial Drive, for removal of stockpiled 
soil materials in a 100-foot buffer zone. This was 
continued until the June 9 meeting to give the applicant 
time to confer with Natural Heritage. The second client 
Motta represented was Christine Gibbons-Richards, 37 
Water Street. The applicant is seeking to build an addition 
that will connect the duplex structure on the parcel. This 
was approved with standard conditions. 

A continuance for Blue Wave LLC's application 
for a solar farm on Crystal Spring Road came to 
a standstill when the commission's peer review 
environmental engineering consultant, Gary James, 
reported to the board (via email) that he had not received 
sufficient response from the applicant on a number of 
issues under his purview. Rick Charon, representing the 
applicant, and Aidan Foley of Blue Wave both expressed 
their surprise since they had provided comprehensive 
responses to James also via email. It was determined that 
Charon would follow-up with James and provide him 
with hardcopy documents for his review. The issue at 
hand is erosion due to storm water run-off and associated 
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drainage issues into wetland. Also, Foley reported that 
although they are awaiting a response from Natural 
Heritage, it has been his experience that they view solar 
fields as providing a sufficient, albeit different, habitat for 
native wildlife. ConCom had also received a report from 
James that day but did not have enough time to study it 
prior to the meeting. A continuance was scheduled for 
June 9. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conversation Commission is scheduled for June 9 at 6:30 
pm. 

Good Friday Decision Upheld 

Joint Meeting of the ORR School Committees

The decision to make Good Friday a full day of 
school in the 2014-2015 school year was upheld on June 
2, despite the efforts of some community members to 
persuade the joint committees to change their minds. 

Some Christian Tri-Town residents left the Joint 
School Committee meeting angrily, with some of them 
lashing out at the committee, including Maggie McGee of 
Rochester, who called some committee members "atheists 
and non-religious'' on her way out, adding that they 
would have to "answer to God one day." 

Both joint committees made a motion to rescind 
the March meeting vote that eliminated Good Friday as a 
day off, and the regional committee approved it, but it did 
not fly with the superintendency union side of the table, 
resulting in an impasse that blocked the rescission. 

Chairman of Superintendency Union #55 Sharon 
Hartley said this had never happened before, and there 
was some confusion as to how to proceed after both sides 
disagreed - as well as some contention. 

The matter was still up for discussion, and both 
sides of the issue spoke out about their concerns, mainly 
about the "data" that was presented, along with the data 
that was not available for consideration, such as a claim 
that the district's attempt to eliminate Good Friday back 
in the '80s was a failure. 

Both principals at Old Rochester Regional stated 
that during informal discussions with faculty and staff 
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regarding Good Friday, an anonymous poll showed that 
roughly 25 percent of employees would take the day off 
as a personal day 

"That's a huge number of professionals/' said 
committee member Christine Marcolini of Marion. 

Committee member Robin Rounseville of 
Rochester said, for her, religion was the issue and the 
committee should not factor religion into the equation of 
crafting the school calendar. 

"Strictly from a secular position," stated Marion 
School Committee member Christine Winters, she 
reminded the committee that no one reached out to the 
community for input on the likelihood that they would 
keep their kids home on Good Friday. "FJow productive is 
that day going to be?" 

We tried doing away with Good Friday 20 years 
ago, said Marion School Committee member Jay Pateakos. 
"And it failed miserably." Rounseville said things have 
changed in 20 years. 

ORR School Committee Chairman Jim O'Brien 
said Bourne eliminated Good Friday as a day off 14 years 
ago. 

"They don't have a problem at all," said O'Brien. 
Mattapoisett member Jim Muse said he voted in 
favor of making Good Friday a regular school day, saying, 
"It is simply a religious day of observance . . . and this is 
a public school system." He continued, "A public school 
should not have one single religion identified." 

Discussion among school committee members 
continued before allowing some of the dozens of residents 
in attendance to address their concerns. 

Newly elected ORR committee member Cindy 
Johnson said she supported her fellow colleagues in their 
decision to make Good Friday a full day of school. 

"There should be a separation between the sacred 
and the secular," said Johnson. 

Isabel Gomes McCann, a resident of Rochester, 
identified herself as "profoundly Christian," and spoke 
in favor of the committee's decision to make Good Friday 
a regular day. She said Good Friday is treated like Ash 
Wednesday, in that there is no "day of obligation." 

She also said she was offended by others' claims 
that the Good Friday change was "an attack on religion," 
when "in Libya, a woman was stoned to death because of 
being a Christian." 

"It's just a subtle way of removing God from our 
schools," said McGee, who gathered about 700 signatures 
opposing the decision to nix Good Friday. "It's not okay." 

Marion resident Joseph Napoli said he was on the 
committee in the '80s when it made Good Friday a school 
day and "two-thirds" of all the teachers did not show up, 
depleting the substitute teacher budget. 

"I see a division of people," said Napoli. "You're 
dividing people." 

As Marion resident Shaun Walsh pointed out, 
the district only keeps its records for seven years, so the 
data behind the prior move to change Good Friday is not 
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available. 

Walsh said he called the superintendent of Bourne 
Public Schools who, according to Walsh, told him that out 
of 300 staff, only one teacher and two paraprofessionals 
requested the day off. 

"I don't think 25 percent of our staff are going to 
do that to our students," said Walsh. 

David Pierce of Mattapoisett said he was 
disappointed by the decision and added that the 
possibility of 25 percent of teachers taking the day off 
creates "a secular purpose for taking that day off.'' 

Former Rochester School Committee member 
Michelle Cusolito, who voted for eliminating the Good 
Friday holiday, said this is a public school and Good 
Friday is a religious holiday. 

"Many of you probably go to work on that day," 
said Cusolito. "Why can't teachers go to work that day?" 

Superintendent Doug White admitted he could 
not guess what will happen next Good Friday, but his 
concerns were about "safety and education." 

Mattapoisett School Committee Chairman Jim 
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Higgins, who was late for the meeting and missed the first 
vote to rescind the prior decision, motioned to reconsider 
the motion to rescind the decision, which was again voted 
down. 

Some committee members commented that they 
were insulted by some of the remarks that some residents 
made that evening, including O'Brien who defended the 
board against accusations that the committee "ducked this 
issue/' 

Also during the meeting, the joint committee 
voted in favor of recording and televising their meetings 
beginning with the next school year. 

The committee also conducted its annual 
superintendent's evaluation. 

In PARCC vs. MCAS, PARCC Wins 

Rochester School Committee

Move over MCAS, because the future of 
standardized testing is not with number two pencils and 
papers, but with computers and the Internet. On June 
3, Rochester decided to move forward by adopting the 
online PARCC (Partnership for Assessment of Readiness 
for College and Careers) exam and doing away with 
MCAS (Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment 
System). 

Students at Rochester Memorial School recently 
completed taking a PARCC pilot run, and the teachers 
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and students alike are showing a preference for the new 
online test. 

Superintendent Doug White explained that a new 
law grants Massachusetts school committees the authority 
to decide on which test to adopt, but the decision must be 
made by October 1. 

"[MCAS] is no longer aligned with the Common 
Core/' said White. "And PARCC is." 

White said the PARCC exam the RMS students 
took is completely different from what they are 
accustomed to, but after some time, the students adjusted 
to the format and were navigating the online exam. 

According to RMS Principal Derek Medeiros, 
students were "flying through the questions" at first, but 
as they progressed, some began to comment that they had 
never seen some of the material in the MCAS before. 

Medeiros said it took the students some time to 
realize that the online exam begins to adapt itself around 
the student's ability and becomes more challenging if the 
student is excelling. 

Assistant Superintendent Dr. Elise Frangos 
added that, unlike MCAS test results that were not 
available until the following school year, data on students' 
achievement on the PARCC test is available sooner. 

The Commonwealth has already moved to 
eventually eliminate MCAS and replace it with either 
PARCC or another online exam similar to PARCC, so a 
decision to go with PARCC would give an incentive by 
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allowing students to acclimate themselves to the testing 
method and the types of questions asked. The State will 
not allow schools to use both exams. 

"There's no combination of the two/' said White. 
"It's either all in or nothing." 

In the meantime, the science MCAS will remain 
the same, and there is no plan in place yet to change or 
alter the MCAS at the high school level. 

White recommended the switch to PARCC, but 
admitted that, six months ago, he and Frangos were 
"pretty much on the same page." 

"MCAS or bust," Frangos chimed in. 

But now, said White, after learning more about 
PARCC, they prefer it to MCAS. 
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Specific benefits to switching to PARCC include 
prompt State support in establishing infrastructure for 
taking the test, as well as teacher training. The year 2015 
PARCC testing will also be more like a grace period, with 
scores not counting against the school. 

The committee unanimously approved the 
change from MCAS to PARCC for 2015. 

Also during the meeting, the committee approved 
another contract to continue to use Whaling City 
Transportation for special education transportation, a new 
School Improvement Plan presented by Medeiros, and a 
YMCA contract accepting an annual fee of $900 cash and 
$900 "in kind" compensation for use of the RMS facilities. 

The committee also authorized White to approach 
the Board of Selectmen to discuss leasing space at RMS 
and approved a Professional Development Plan as 
presented by Frangos. 

White told the committee during his financial 
report that there was still $81,000 left in the FY14 budget, 
and there are only two weeks left to the school year. 

"So, we made it," said White.

Baseball: After a strong regular season which 
included a co-SCC Championship with Apponequet, the 
Bulldogs looked to continue their good fortune in the 
Division 3 South state tournament. The boys received 
the number three seed and justified it with a 5-1 opening 
round win over fourteenth-seeded Coyle-Cassidy. Senior 
ace Andrew Ryan played well from the mound, striking 
out ten batters while only allowing four hits and one run 
scored. Offensively, the Bulldogs had ten hits on the game, 
with Tyler Zell contributing three and Austin Salkind, 
Bryant Salkind, and Chris Carando each recording a pair. 
With the win, the Bulldogs advance one step further in the 
tournament, and face off against sixth-seeded Fairhaven, a 
sec rival. 

Boys' Track: This week, the boys' track team 
competed in the Division 4 State Championships at 
Durfee High School, where they had some fantastic 
performances. The Bulldogs placed second overall as a 
team with 57 points, just missing first place to Stoneham 
by two points. Mike Wyman had an amazing day, setting 
a meet record en route to a win in the two-mile and then 
returning with a win in the 800-meter. Kevin Saccone was 
a triple scorer, placing second in the long jump and third 
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in both the 110-hurdles and 400-hurdles. Colin Knapton 
pitched in with a third in the javelin and a second place 
finish in the 100-meter, while classmate Jack Smith came 
sixth in the 100-meter. The Bulldogs were up by six points 
over Stoneham going into the final event, the 4x400-meter 
relay, but Stoneham got a key second place to earn eight 
points and take over the lead. Nevertheless, the Bulldogs 
performed well, and Saccone, Knapton, and Wyman will 
all be traveling to the All-State Meet at Bridgewater State 
University on Saturday, June 7. 

Girls' Track: The girls also competed in the 
Division 4 State Championships this week, placing 
seventh overall as a team. Paige Santos was the lead 
scorer for the Lady Bulldogs, placing second in both the 
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high jump and 100-hurdles. Zoe Smith also had a good 
day, taking seventh in the triple jump and eighth in the 
high jump. The girls also got great performances in the 
relays, with the 4x1 00-meter relay team of Lauren Ovian, 
Arden Goguen, Morgan DaSilva, and Elexus Afonso 
placing eighth and the 4x400-meter relay team of DaSilva, 
Santos, Nicole Mattson, and Sammie Barrett placing 
third. Both Santos and the 4x400 team qualified for the 
All-State Meet as well. 

Boys' Tennis: Like the baseball team, the boys' 
tennis team rode into the postseason with an SCC 
Championship title and high hopes. The sixth-seeded 
Bulldogs lived up to expectations in their opening round 
of the Division 3 South Tournament, defeating eleventh- 
seeded Bishop Connolly 4-1. The ORR singles players 
came through in the match, as first singles Alex Bilodeau, 
second singles Alden Truesdale, and third singles Josh 
Lerman all won their matches to give the Bulldogs three 
key points. Doug Blaise and Maxx Wolski also added 
a point with a win in second doubles. With the win, the 
Bulldogs advance to the quarterfinals, where they will 
face a tough competitor in third-seeded Cohasset. 

Girls' Tennis: The girls' tennis team had a tough 
season this year, as their lack of varsity experience caused 
them to not grab a share of the SCC Championship in 
several years. Despite this, the girls had a record over 
.500, meaning that they would have a postseason berth 
in the Division 3 South tournament. However, the ninth- 
seeded Lady Bulldogs fell in the opening round to eighth- 
seeded Cape Cod Academy 4-1, thus officially ending 
their season. Julia Nojeim provided a win in her match at 
first singles, but due to some untimely injuries, the Lady 
Bulldogs were not able to win any other matches. 

Boys' Lacrosse: The sixth-seeded Bulldogs played 
their first and last playoff game this week, as they were 
upset by eleventh-seeded Martha's Vineyard in a tough 
9-7 loss. The Bulldogs stuck right with Martha's Vineyard 
for the opening half, but by the fourth quarter, they were 
behind 8-4. Despite a late game push, ORR was not able 
to close the gap and was eliminated from the tournament. 
The boys' team had a great season, however, including a 
co-SCC Championship title with Apponequet. 

Girls' Lacrosse: The seventh-seeded Lady 
Bulldogs had a strong start to their postseason, earning 
a 13-4 win over tenth-seeded Mashpee in the opening 
round of the Division 2 South tournament. The win was 
also a historic one for the girls, as it marked the first time 
the ORR girls' lacrosse team played in a playoff game. 
Juniors Bailey Truesdale, Chloe Riley, and Mikayla 
Demanche made sure it was a good one, with Truesdale 
scoring four goals, Riley notching a hat trick, and 
Demanche contributing a pair to the lead the ORR offense. 
Riding off the momentum of their first-ever playoff win, 
the Lady Bulldogs moved into the next round, where they 
faced a heartbreaking loss to second-seeded Scituate, 15-3. 
The Lady Bulldogs were not able to overcome the depth 
of Scituate, and thus their season came to a close.

fund adult and pediatric patient care and cancer research 
at Dana-Farber through the Jimmy Fund. When Hobler 
learned the mission of the PMC and met the people 
behind the organization, she knew she had found the 
perfect way to channel her emotions during this difficult 
time. She registered to ride in the annual bike-a-thon the 
day she endured her last surgery. 

In 2009, as she began to train for the 190 mile 
ride as a cancer patient, Hobler knew she needed help 
communicating to people what she was doing in order 
to fundraise. She started formydadandforme, a blog 
through which she documents her relationship with her 
father, her cancer experience and the miles and dollars 
she has accumulated over the last four years for the PMC. 
Her motivation to ride and raise money for the cause is 
simple. She wants to honor the drive to fight cancer she 
and her father shared. 

"PMC weekend is the most empowering and 
amazing experience I have ever had," says Hobler. "It's 
possible to weep, smile and bicycle at the same time. I 
cried the entire 190 miles my first year riding and felt an 
incredible sense of support from other riders, volunteers 
and spectators along the route. I am fully aware and 
heartened by all those who have supported me up to 
getting on my bike." 

On August 2-3, Hobler will ride in the 35th 
annual event in what will be her fifth PMC experience. 
She will be among more than 5,800 cyclists who will ride 
to raise $40 million. Although she is no stranger to the 
cause, this will be her first year riding with a teammate, 
Henry Gleason, the son of a close friend who met Hobler 
along the route last year and was inspired to join her 
ride this year. Hobler hopes to become a four-time PMC 
Heavy Hitter, a rider who annually raises $6,900 or more. 
To date, she has raised more than $30,700. 

New this year, she will implement a "give to 
receive" fundraising strategy. She will offer her three- 
bedroom beachfront cottage for a week in August or 
September for a donation of $2,000 to her PMC campaign. 
Similarly, she will serve as captain and provide the use of 
her yacht for a six-person evening harbor cocktail cruise 
for donations of $300 and she will lead a private yoga 
sessions (she is a professional instructor) for donations of 
$150. 

"My goal this year is the up the ante with my 
PMC fundraising campaign in order to show people how 
invested I am in the event and its mission," says Hobler. 
"My doctor once told me that cancer is common and 
compared it to the common cold. Watching my father 
battle cancer and then experiencing the disease first-hand 
reminded me that life is a gift. I am committed to riding in 
the PMC to help save more lives in the future."

Maleficent, Starring Angelina Jolie and EUe Fanning. Di- 
rected by Robert Stromberg. Running time: 97 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG. 

It has to be uncannily accidental serendipity, but 
Disney's Maleficent — emerging as it does after a week of 
national conversation about misogyny — is an uninten- 
tional # Yes All Women fable. Men — or pretty much the 
only men we see — are weaklings, given to warmonger- 
ing to impose their power Women stand with nature, 
peace, paganism. The movie is a retelling of Disney's 
earlier Sleeping Beauty, wherein the evil fairy Maleficent, 
offended at not having been invited to the christening of 
the king's daughter, put a curse on her In the new take, 
the offense runs much deeper and darker 

Maleficent (Angelina Jolie) is a powerful and 
benevolent faerie in the verdant, misty Moors, fending off 
occasional attacks from the bordering human kingdom 
with little trouble. Then one of the king's subjects, Stefan 
(Sharlto Copley), who'd been friends with Maleficent 
when they were both younger, drugs her, cuts her wings 
off, and brings them to the dying monarch as proof that 
he is worthy of assuming the throne. In essence, Stefan 
roofies and rapes her The feminist screenwriter, Linda 
Woolverton {Beauty and the Beast, The Lion King), under- 
stands fable and myth and symbol. Stefan can't bring 
himself to kill Maleficent, so he mutilates her, denies her 
the release of flight. There's nothing sexual in the assault, 
but then rape isn't about sex, it's about power; and Ste- 
fan's act violently asserts the primacy of maleness (mon- 
archy) over femaleness (the faerie realm). 

Your kids may or may not pick up on most of 
that, but the subtext enriches the journey. Maleficent 
goes mad with rage, cursing Stefan's newborn daughter 
Aurora, but then an interesting thing happens. Keeping 
watch over the girl (played as a teen by Elle Fanning), to 
make sure Aurora lives to see her sixteenth birthday when 
the curse will take effect. Maleficent grows fond of her 
Some will call this needless softening of a great villain, 
but between this film and Frozen, Disney seems tired of 



"great villains" who reinforce old stereotypes. Elsa and 
now Maleficent have layers; they use their powers un- 
wisely and are capable of regretting it. Stefan, too, has 
shadings of guilt and dread; he does despicable things, 
but behind it all is an orphaned boy who grew up in a 
barn. Stefan was driven to power because he came from 
utter powerlessness, and his betrayal of Maleficent brings 
him only misery and terror 

Director Robert Stromberg has won two Oscars 
for art direction, and predictably Maleficent, with cinema- 
tographer Dean Semler joining Stromberg behind the 
camera, has an eye for the beauty in darkness. Frequently, 
Angelina Jolie' s bone- white, angular face is the only thing 
visible in the shadows, looking on with malice or amuse- 
ment or affection, glamorous as all hell. The sequences 
in which Maleficent slowly takes Aurora into her trust 
and her home have the delicate poignance of The Curse 
of the Cat People, in which former bad girl Simone Simon 
embraced little Ann Carter in the world of daydreams and 
butterflies. Maleficent has more in common, in fact, with 
that undervalued Val Lewton production than with the 
1956 Sleeping Beauty, a bland reaffirmation of the status 
quo. Here, Maleficent is described as someone who is 
both hero and villain, and the only one, straddling those 
two moral worlds, who can set things right. 

Angelina Jolie could' ve played an arch, cackling, 
two-dimensional gorgon, and it would' ve been delirious 
camp to launch a thousand drag queens, but what she 
does here cuts sharper, and when Maleficent pulls herself 
up to full majestic power during the climax it's a real fist- 
pumping moment. Jolie purrs, snarls, sneers, comforts, 
sheds a single chic tear; it's the kind of big performance 
actresses used to get to sink their teeth into, paradoxically, 
in Hollywood's more sexist days. Camille Paglia will 
tell you that women in movies back then were goddesses, 
iconic, rococo and formidable. Jolie' s Maleficent is larger 
than life: larger than the movie she's in, which is fastidi- 
ously crafted but can't seem to contain what Maleficent 
represents — not merely woman scorned but nature af- 
fronted. Violence against women transgresses the psychic 
soil, makes a bloody mudbath out of the earth we com- 
monly stand on. "There is evil in the world," Maleficent 
tells Aurora, guiltily meaning herself, but also referencing 
a place in which a faerie can have her wings torn off and 
her assailant can seat himself on the throne.

(1) There is an otherworldly appearance to the Bogs during the long- 
shadowed evening hours of late spring. The landscape is bathed in golden 
sunlight that makes the hogs appear to glow from the inside out. The 
Buzzards Bay Coalition oversees the 50 acres of retired cranberry bogs 
that abounds with wildlife of the amphibious kind. On May 30, the 
organization led a group on a discovery tour with a focus on frogs, 
(bottom left) Stand in the center of the bogs and you find yourself in the 
middle of a three-dimensional Monet-like masterpiece. When sun-setting 
rays mingle with the moisture hanging in the humid air, the distant trees 
look like the gentle strokes of a master artist's paintbrush.

On Friday, June 13 at 7:00 pm, the public is 
invited to the Marion Music Hall, as historian Gary 
Sousa presents The Civil Rights Act - Fifty Years Later. 
In 1964, Congress passed Public Law 88-352 (78 Stat. 
241), the groundbreaking legislation commonly known 
as the Civil Rights Act. The Act forbids discrimination 
on the basis of sex as well as race in hiring, promoting, 
and firing, making it unlawful for an employer to "fail or 
refuse to hire or to discharge any individual, or otherwise 
to discriminate against any individual with respect to 
his compensation, terms, conditions or privileges or 
employment, because of such individuars race, color, 
religion, sex, or national origin.'' Title VII of the Act 
created the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission 
(EEOC) to implement the law. 

Mr. Sousa, a history instructor at Tabor Academy 
since 2005, will examine the struggle for racial and gender 
equality in the United States, and the ways in which 
the 1964 legislation has both succeeded and failed in 
addressing that struggle.
